The peculiar location of tlie Institution seems to require par¬ 
ticular attention to the following subjects, viz : Classical Learn¬ 
ing — A systematic and elevated course of Female Education — 
Education of Teachers for Common Schools — Preparation of 
Young Men for the Counting Room. 

CLASSICAL DEPARTMENT. 

We regard the study of the Classics of the highest importance 
in the education of both sexes. The experience and observation 
of many years as a teacher, as well as the nearly unanimous testi¬ 
mony of those best qualified to judge, lead us to believe that no 
course of instruction can do so much in a given time, towards 
disciplining the mind, and treasuring up knowledge to so great 
an extent, as a suitable course of instruction in the Classics. 
The constant study of the definition of words and their exact 
meaning; the continued exercise of the judgment in the choice 
of words; the habits of fixed attention and concentration of the 
thoughts so necessary for disciplining the mind; the formation of 
a correct taste ; the knowledge they give of the grammar of our 
own language ; their absolute necessity to an extensive knowledge 
of Natural History, and the technical terms employed in the 
Arts and Sciences, are some of the reasons for the foregoing 
opinion. The Languages will be so taught, that, whatever the 
attainments of the student may be, they shall be eminently prac¬ 
tical.

A Teachers’ Class will be formed during the Spring Term, 
with reference to Summer Schools, and in the Fall Term, to 
Winter Schools. Lectures, and such other exercises will be 
introduced, as shall best fit Teachers for the duties of the school¬ 
room.

The government of the school will be such, as, if possible, 
shall secure the implicit confidence of the student, without which 
no real improvement can be expected. A cheerful compliance 
with the regulations of the school, will always render the relation 
between teacher and pupil jfieasant. Parents will often do well 
to consult the Principal by letter, or otherwise, in regard to their 
own wishes. No student can be retained who may refuse to com¬ 
ply with the existing regulations, or whose conduct may be inju¬ 
rious to the good morals of the school. 

INSTRUCTION. 

The most approved methods of instruction and text books will 
be adopted. To discipline the mind and store it with useful 
knowledge; to kindle up a desire for learning, and induce habits 
of study; to render all proper instruction in regard to their 
physical being, and to elevate the moral affections, will each 
receive their due share of attention. It is, therefore, very impor¬ 
tant, when it can be done, that students have a definite object in 
view, and continue their connection with the institution as long 
as possible. There is a short exercise in Vocal Music every 
morning, in connection with the Religious Exercises. Classes 
commence in Latin and French, each term; in Greek, in the 
Spring Term.
